Postmaster General Qary Strongly 



Wamiixhtov. Nov. 15.— Tha first an- 
nual report of Postmaster General 
James A. Gary to the president was 
made pnblio last night Its feature is 
the strong advooooy of postal sav 
depositories, a aohome over vrhich 1 
master General Gary has worked for 
many months in the formulation of 
plans to present to the president and 
congress. He says the time is ripe for 
their establishment and that the adop- 
tion of a well organized system would 
confer a great boon upon a large num- 
ber of people and ultimately be of ines- 
timable benefit to the whole country.

Following is an abstract of the ro- 
port: The increase of the postal deficit 
for 1887 is largely a reflox of the de- 
pressed business conditions which pre-

There must be 20,000 head of wild 
horses in northern Arizona, " said Will 
,S. Barnes, one of the largest cattle own- 
ers in Navajo county, recently. "They 
are tho worst nuisance that can be im- 
agined. It has reached the point when 
we cannot safely turn out a riding horse 
to gruze. Wo have to keep our saddle 
animals and round np horses stabled all 
winter or bring them down to Pbenlt 
for pusturugu. The wild stock not only 
eat the food that ought to go to the cat- 
tle, but they rnn cattle off the range. 
They have chased off all the cattle from 
the west end of the Hash Knife range, 
one of the best grass districts In north 
eastern Arizona. It Is useless to put ont 
salt for tbo stock, for the wild horses 
chase away the cattle that come near 
it At this season of the year tbey are 
fat and have shining hidca They sweep 
over tho country In great bands, gather- 
ing up auy stray animals they may

Low Water Alarm. 

An apparatus for sending az 
alarm when the water in a boiler sinks 
to the danger limit consists of a mer- 
cury tubo incased In a metal fitting and 
attached to the boiler by a pipe aud el- 
bow inserted at low water level. Two 
platinum wire ends aro lot Into the 
sides of the tube abovu the normal po- 
sition of the mercury, one being attach- 
ed to the fitting and tho other to the In- 
sulated binding screw at the top, there 
being thus but one wire to the bell and 
battery. Ho long aa the water Is high 
enough it maintains Its position in the 
pipe, snd the mercury to kept below the 
wire ends, but should the water fall be- 
low tho line the pipe fllla with steam, 
the mercury riaus above the wire ends, 
and an electrical circuit is formed and 
the alarm bell sounds continuously un- 
til the water is again abova the danger 
line — Science.
